AUDIT REPORT ON THE INDIRA GANDHI 
NATIONAL OPEN UNIVERSITY FOR THE 
YEAR 1987-88 

1. Introductory 

Indira Gandhi National Open University (1GNOU) 
was established by an act of Parliament passed on 
20th September 1985 with the object to advance and 
disseminate learning and knowledge by a diversity 
of means, including the use of any communication 
technology, to promote opportunities for higher 
education to a large segment of the population and to 
promote the educational well-being of the community 
generally, to encourage the open university and 
distance education systems in the educational pattern 
of the country and to co-ordinate and determine the 
standards in such system. The University has its 
jurisdiction over the whole of India and is financed 
by the Grants from the Ministry of Human Resource 
Development, Department of Education, New Delhi. 
During the year 1987-88 the University received 
grant -in-aid amounting to Rs. 4 -20 crores from Govt, 
of India and a grant of Rs. 1 -70 lakhs from State 
Govts. In addition a grant of Rs. 6 -86 lakhs was 
also received from Ministry of Agriculture, Indian 
Council of Social Science Research and Council of 
Scientific and Industrial Research to be utilised 
against the sponsored projects. 


2. Comments on Accounts 
2 '1 Valuation and Verification of Assets. 

As shown in the Balance sheet there were following

The University had not maintained assets register 
in form GFR-19 indicating progressive totals for the 
purpose of valuation of assets. In the absence of 
such records, the correctness of the figures appearing 
in the accounts could not be verified in Audit. This 
Was also pointed out in the Audit Report for the year 
1986-87 and the University had promised (Nov. 1987) 
to do the needful but the irregularity still persisted. 

2 -2 Outstanding Advances 

The University advanced a sum of Rs. 134 -00 
lakhs to Public Works Department, Delhi for develop¬ 
ment of campus and Rs. 25 -9 lakhs to a supplier for 
supply of equipments during the year 1987-88. These 
amounts had been charged to the final head of 
Accounts viz, "Land and Building” and "Studies 
Equipment and Fittings” instead of being shown under 
the head "Advances” in the Balance sheet. 

The irregularity of charging such advance to final 
head of expenditure was specifically brought to the 
notice of the university while issuing the Audit Report 
for 1986-87 but the university did not take romodial 
steps in this regard. 

3. Avoidable expenditure of Rs. 4 44 Lakhs 

The Indira Gandhi National Open University 
deposited an amount of Rs. 72 lakhs in September 
1987 with the Public Works Department, Delhi 
Administration for the construction of temporary 
structures for the University at Maidan Garhi. 
Subsequently, in January, 88 the university approached 
the Ministry of Human Resource Development to 
get the work executed by M/s Hindustan Prefab Ltd, 
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(a Govt, of India Undertaking) on the plea that 
Hindustan Prefab Ltd. was more competitive efficient, 
and capable to complete the work expeditiously and 
the Ministry gave its approval to the proposal in 
March 88. Consequently the University asked the 
Public Works Department, Delhi to refund the amount. 
The PWD refunded the amount of JU 66,11,084/- 
only in May, 88 after deducting the departmental 
charges of Rs. 4,44,042/- leviable onthe construction 
of temporary structures for which Rs, 72 lakhs were 
deposited by the University while an amount of 
Rs. 1,44,874 was adjusted towards the construction of 
compound wall 

Thus me expenditure oi Rs. 4,4-1,042 jukii-, uienued 
by the University on account of payment of Depart¬ 
mental charges to P.W.D. without execution of any 
work was infructuous and could have been 


avoided had the enquiry from H.P.L, been made 
earlier or tenders invited and comparative position 
determined. 

The University stated (Nov. 88) that all works 
were to be executed through the CPWD but the pro¬ 
gress of this work was rather slow, the Board of 
Management therefore, felt that it would be better 
if the works were entrusted to an agency other than 
the C.P.W.D. to ensure speedy completion.
